The First ward was visited by 


another 
disastrous fire Thursday 


night, when the planing mill of 
Cuppett & Webb was entirely de- 
stroyed and a two story frame resi- 
dence adjoining on the 
west .and 


owned by Dr. 0. P. Dennis was 
badly damaged. 


The loss is roughly estimated at 


10,000 to $12,000 on the planing 
mill and $800 on the 
residence. 


The mill had $1,500 insurance, car- 
ried in W. S. McColm's agencies. 
Dr. Dennis' loss is completely cov- 
ered, he carrying 31,200 insuarnce 
in a company represented by John 
K. Duke. 


In addition to the losses men- 


tioned 
several families living in

house 
lost 
small 


amounts 
in household goods, and 


the brick building of Henry Stems- 
horn was damaged slightly.

Its 


origin is a mystery, as there was 
no fire in the boiler. 
Some people 


think it was of incendiary origin, 
but Mr. Webb thinks it was due to 
spontaneous combustion, from a pile 
of 
manure which was stacked up 


against the boiler building. 


About two o'clock Mr. Webb, who 


lives on Second street, in the rear 
of the mill, was awakened by his 
wife, who said she thougbt some- 
thing was burning. 
He ran out 


towards the mill and discovered the 
boiler house in . flames. Mr. Webb 
immediately turned in an alarm. 
At about the same time the Stems- 
horn family, who live nearby, was 
awakened and Will Stemshorn sent 
in 
an alarm. 
Boxes were also 


turned in from the gas works and 
form the Portsmouth Brewing com- 
pany's plant. 
The 
first 
alarm 


reached the Seventh street depart- 
ment at four minutes of two o'clock 
and the boys were soon on' the 
ground and had two streams of 
water playing on the fire. 


Thousands of feet of lumber were 


stacked in the yards and the build- 
ings, except one, were of frame and 
as dry as tinder. They burned with 
great rapidity and Chief Cropper 
decided to call out the East End 
department, 
and they, too, were 


soon throwing water. 
The frame 


structures and the lumber burned 
up rapidly and the two-story brick, 
in which molding etc., was stored, 
caught fire and blazed up' merrily. 
Attention was then turned to it 
and to the Dennis building. The 
brick was doomed, however, and the 
front and east walls soon fell. 
By 


hard work the Dennis building was 
saved, although the tin roof was 
ruined (and the rafters burned. The 
east wall will have to be rebuilt. 


The 
roof of Henry Stern.shorn's 


four-stoiy brick was on fire several 
times, 
but 
the 
firemen 
came 


promptly to the rescue and saved 
it, with a damage not to exceed S75 
or 3100. 


Four families lived in the Dennis 


They were Louis Creck- 


baum, Joshua Hall, John Andre and 
Chas. Williams: 
They got most of 


their belongings out, but all of 
them lost many articles. 
The Halls 


lost all their dishes and cooking 
utensils and the Creckbaum's had 
their carpets ruined. Their, losses 
are about $150. 


The stables in the rear of Second 


street builidngs were on fire several 
times, but Chief Cropper kept a 
close watch on them and by prompt 
and efficient work prevented 
the 


fires from getting a start. 
The 


same was true of the brick building 
on Front street just east of the 
mill. The roof of this building was 
on fire several times, but it was 
promptly put out. 


The big safe of the Planing Mill 


company was carried out by three 
men, 
who went in after it when the 


office was a mass of flames. 
The 


books and papers of the company 
which were not in the safe were 
saved by Henry Webb, who got them 
out soon after the fire was discov- 
ered. 


GOOD WORK BY FIREMEN. 
The fire was handled in splendid 


fashion by the firemen. They were 
cool and collected' in fighting the 
ilamcs and directed the water where 
it would do the most good. 
In this 


ivay they succeeded in confining the 
fire to the planing mill ground? 
laregly and saved adjoining prop 
erty. 
The accomplishment of thi 


required good work, and this is rec- 
ongized by the great mass of the 
people, who 
are 
complimenting 


Chief Cropper and his men on their 
good work. 


Chief Cropper says that thanks 


are due several volunteers who as- 
sisted in managing the hose lines 
and in various ways. 
He especially 


complimented Al.- Windel, whom, 
he says, 
rendered valuable assis- 


tance. 


THE LOSSES. 


D. L. Webb, of Cuppett & Webb, 


says their loss is from 
810,000 to 


12,000. He at first thought he had 
$4,000 insurance, but 
discovered 


that 82,500 hafl been allowed to 
lapse. That left $1,500 on the mill 
and machinery! carried in W. S. 
McColm's company. 


The company has a number of 


buildings in process of construction 
and others under contract. 
Most of 


these are in this city, but two are 
at Lucasville and others in various 
parts of the county. 
The firm had 


a year's contracts on hand, and 
stored in the mill yards were thous- 
ands of feet of lumber which 
had 


been prepared for use in these con- 
tracts. 


Mr. Webb said that he and hjs 


partner had been working twenty- 
seven years building up their mill 
and business. They were not going 
to give up, but expected to go 
right ahead. 


LEASE A MILL. 


This morning they leased the 


Dodds & Co. 's East End planing 
mill, formerly the Hornung mill, 
and will take charge of it Monday. 
They will push right ahead with 
their contracts. 


WILL 
REBUILD. 


The firm expects to rebuild their 


mill at the earliest opportunity, ant 
within six or seven months will 
have a splendid new mill ready for 
business. 
They have not considered 


the question of location, but the 
probabilities are they will build on 
the old site on Front street. 


Dr. Dennis is out of the city, but
